NAPOLKON. 

Tint  publi>^td  in  the  Cenlinel,  and  attributed 
to  countellor  Finley,  of  Dublin 
The  power  of  this  illustrieus  character 
•eems  to  be  at  an  end ; the  great  contest  is 
over — England  has  triumphed,  France  has 
^|llen. 

IPVVere  we  to  look  on  the  late  events  as  a vic- 
tory over  the  rights  ■ of  those  who  vainly 
struggled  for  independence,  we  would  not  re- 
joice. No  : we  would  sooner  mourn  over  the 
ruins  of  liberty,  than  lejoiee  with  those  who 
contributed  to  its  fall  Considering  the  thing 
in  another  point,  we  may  well  indulge  in  ex- 
pressions ol  pride,  and  hope.  Ever  foremost 
in  the  path  of  glory,  Ireland  on  this,  as  on  all 
other  occasions,  displayed  her  valor  and  her 
strength  ; her  heroes  have  added  fresh  honors 
to  her  tame  : her  genius,  her  bravery,  her  de- 
votion, supported  and  triumphed  in  the  coatest. 
Itlay  the  reward  of  her  sons  be  as  great  as 
their  achievements  have  been  glorious.  tVhen 
her  smJier  returns  from  the  toils  of  batric, 
may  oppression  wither  athis approach  ; glori- 
OU.S  be  the  mornii'g  of  his  country’s  resurrec- 
tion, and  distant  the  day  of  that  country’s  ca- 
lamity. 

For  the  fate  of  Napoleon  we  feel  most  anx- 
ious. Why  should  any  little  motive  pteveiit 
IIS  from  expressing  solicitude  for  a man,  whose 
talents  with  all  his  faults,  are  honorable  to  hu- 
man nature  I Nor  is  it  for  him  alone  we  feel, 
we  feel  for  the  honor  of  the  ilritish  name. — 
We  trust  that  her  magnanimous  spirit  will 
honor,  in  adversity,  tire  man  whose  talents  and 
whose  power  she  had  every  reason  to  respect. 

His  situation  i.s  an  awful  le.sson  to  human 
pride,  lie,  w hf»  had  crowns  at  his  feet  and 
kingdoms  at  his  will — whose  actions  filled  the 
world  with  asionishment,  is  iit'W  a lonely  cap- 
live  banished  iroin  his  throne,  exiled  from  his 
country,  torn  from  the  companions  of  his  glo- 
ry, the  dearest  connections  of  lii.s  private  life, 
beliold  him  obliged  to  solicit  the  hospitality 
of  a people  whom  he  so  often  threatened  to 
aubJue. 

We  speak  of  this  great  character  with  free- 
dom, with  respect,  and  we  trust,  with  impar- 
tialitv.  We  do  not  mean  to  gloss  over  his  er- 
rors,  but  we  scorn  to  insult  his  fallen  fortunes. 
There  are  men  who  will  descend  to  the  vile 
occupation — venal — unprincipled— unmanly  - 
Like  hungry  vultures,  devouring  the  remains 
of  some  fallen  hero,  they  will  collect  around 
his  reputation,  to  defame  and  d sitonor  ; but 
a noble  mind  will  forget  his  errors,  in  the 
contemplation  of  his  genius  and  his  misfor- 
tunes. 

He  had  many  great  and  distinguished  qual- 
ities— able — enterprising-  commanding-  often 
impetuous — always  peculiar — he  acted  from 
himself.  The  scheme  of  his  grveriimeni  bold, 
original,  and  comprehensive,  was  the  image 
of  a mighty  and  extensive  mind,  fired  in  the 
camp,  he  was  early  accnstnined  to  a soldier’s 
toils,  and  early  fired  to  a soldier’s  ambition — 
his  education  attached  him  to  arms—his  pas- 
sions to  glory  and  to  conquest.  Unpatronized 
—unsupported — k'most  unknown — he  entered 
life  with  no  friend  but  his  sword  i and  won  his 
way  to  power  by  the  exertion  of  a superior  ca- 
pacil,f.  The  soldier  of  fortune  himself,  he 
promoted  none  but  men  of  acknowledged  mer- 
it.  Anxious  to  elevate  the  r pntation  of  the 
army,  he  shared  with  them  the  toils  of  the 
camp,  and  the  glories  of  the  field.  Affable — 
generous — courageous — ever  slow  to  punish— 
ever  ready  to  reward — ever  willing  to  relieve 

he  gamed  their  alfcction  and  he  sustained 

it.  Their  fidelity  continued  unshaken  through 
all  the  vicissitudes  of  his  life: — in  peril — in 
power — in  inisfortnne.s — in  exile  they  mourned 
his  abseoee  ; and  greeted  his  return  with 
shouts  of  joy  A noble  iiisftaiice  of  sinceri- 
ty, equally  creditable  to  him  and  to  them. 

In  the  w.irs  of  Italy,  Napoleon  gained  great 
power  and  reputation,  yet  aspired  to  more — 
♦.he  rays  of  lortune  beaming  on  a vulgar  eye, 
dazzle  and  confound — but  to  an  elevaied  mind 
they  are  the  " lights  of  future  glory.”  Napo- 
leon rose  successively  to  the  first  rank  in  the 
army,  and  the  first  honors  in  the  slafe  ; and  he 
deserved  them. 

Had  he  remained  a free  citizen  of  France, 
he  would  have  remained  illustrious — superior 
to  Ctesar  in  enterprise  and  in  arms,  he  would 
have  been  his  superior  in  virtue— he  would 
have  displayed  all  the  great  qualities  of  his 
gigantic  mind  and  none  of  its  infirmities— 
but  unfortunately,  a sordid  ambition  prevailed 
over  noble  sentiments,  and  ruined  his  country 
and  his  reputation — he  erected  a throne  on 
the  ruins  of  that  liberty,  which  he  fought  to 
establish,  and  swore  to  defend. 

He  became  a king  from  choice — he  soon  be- 
came a despot  from  necessity — he  first  decoiv. 
ed  the  people--he  next  enslaved  the  press; 
he  controleu  the  representation — he  organized 
or  supported  an  odious  system  of  police — go- 
verning with  absolute  sway,  his  voice  declared 
the  law  which  his  will  enacted — awed,  or  as- 
tonished, the  people  sunk  into  apathy  or  des- 
pair  no  voice  was  heard  to  animate  the 

public  soul,  or  defend  the  public  rigliis— driv- 
en from  her  instdted  sanctuary,  the  spirit  of 
liberty  fled  to  tlic  kindred  soil  of  her  Colum- 
bia, tliere  to  monrn  over  the  tomb  of  Wash- 
ington or  to  celeb’ ate  the  memtry  of  Fox. 

Napoleon  became  a despot,  but  he  never  de- 
generated into  a tyrant — he  enslaved  the  peo- 
ple hut  his  chains  were  light  and  loose — or  if 
he  acted  severely,  he  acted  from  necessity — 
the  nature  of  his  institutions,  or  the  schemes 
of  his  policy,  required  it.  He  governed,  it  is 
true  with  absolute  authority — but  he  was  able 
to  govern — grand  and  imposing,  his  mind 
like  his  power  was  great  and  comprehensive. 
II  his  victories  remain  imperishable  monu- 
ments of  liis  military  talents,  his  laws  are 
splendid  evulence  of  legislative  wisdom— he 
promoted  learning,  lie  patronised  the  arts,  he 
encouraged  commerce,  he  administered  jus- 
tice, purely  and  impartially,  he  granted  per- 
fect freedom  of  conscience,  unacquainted  witli 
favoritism,  despising  corruption,  he  bestowed 
on  every  man  the  fulf  measure  of  his  desert, 
but  bestowed  no  more. 

By  means  like  these,  lie  gradually  assimi- 
lateiihe  minds  of  men  to  the  maxims  of  his 
government — the  ardent  friends  of  liberty  in- 
deed retired — hut  tlie  liglit  inconstant  multi- 
tude, dazzled  by  the  splendor  of  the  throne, 
or  awed  by  the  majesty  whlcli  adorned  it, 
quietly  reclined  on  their  chains — and  forgot 
that  liberty  whicli  tliey  once  adored. 

Though  his  power  was  established  on  the 
ruins  of  national  independence,  many  of  the 
most  ardent  promoters  of  tlie  revoint ion  sup- 
ported his  authority,  riieir  friendships  seduc 
cd  them  fiom  tiieir  cou  'try — in  admiration  of 
the  man,  tliev  forgot  the  constniiiii  n— the  in- 
stance w-as  melancholy,  bni  tlie  transition 
was  rifiltior  nncominon  iioi  iimiatnril.  I'l.ere 
were  other  and  slronyer  reasons  whirh  served 
to  estalilisli  the  d.nninion  nl  Napoleon.  En- 
gaged .alniott  Incessa i.tly  in  foreign  wars,  the 
attinti'in  of  tit-  people  was  directed  from  the 
coiisiderallou  of  tlieir  political  institution  to 
the  onducl  and  acluc'einenls  of  the  army. 
Happily  forliiiu  those  achievements  were  well 
calculated  to  excite  the  admiration  of  a vain 
enthusiastic  people— they  were  pleased  to  wit- 
ness tlie  progrtNsnf  their  arms  marked  by  the 
nvast  splcodid  victories— jviclnrics  wh.c,.  r-is-. 


ed  the  reputation  whllit  they  enereastd  the 
strength  and  resources  of  the  country.  She 
subdued  most  of  her  enemies — she  humbled 
others — she  distresied  them  all — she  advanced 
fi-om  one  advantage  to  another — her  power  en- 
creased  her  pretensiona-her  pretensions  en- 
creased  her  power — her  vigor,  her  capacity, 
and  above  all  her  successes,  threw  around  her 
character  the  features  of  invincibility — tlie 
current  of  mighty  events  swept  before  it  the 
ordinary  speculations  of  man,  and  exceeded  the 
ordinary  bounds  of  human  act’On — men  be 
came  astonished — the  eagle  ol  Fiance  ii.xed  its 
soaring  eye  on  the  brightest  star  of  victory — 
and  if  her  soaring  spirit  liad  been  subdued, 
a'le  owes  her  fall  le»s  to  the  power  of  man, 
than  the  fury  of -the  elements. 

There  are  limits  to  our  prosperity,  as  well 
as  to  cur  afflictions— great  events  are  often 
promoted  by  causes  remote  from  human  cal- 
ciilaliuii,  and  independent  of  liuman  aid.--- 
Providence  often  exalts,  and  often  depresses, 
to  prove,  it  should  seem,  the  fallibility  of  hu- 
man power,  and  the  weakness  of  human  ambi- 
tion. Never  was  this  observation  more  clear 
iy  illustrated  than  by  the  late  reverses  of 
France.  The  hand  of  fate  seemed  to  direct 
lier  fortune.s — victory  followed  in  her  footsteps, 
and  destruction  hurled  its  thunders  at  her 
foes — yet.  in  a moment  her  power  dissolves — 
it  vanishes  like  the  airy  figures  of  im agination  ! 
Fallen,  unfriended,  iinsiippnrled.  hiliold  her 
prostrate  on  theearth.  Her  glory,  like  hergo 
veinment,  extinguished-,  her  provinces  invaded 
— her  independence  subdued — her  people  dis- 
. honored,  & her  patriots  priisoribed.  Itracenot 
her  humiliation  to  late  disasters — her  power  re- 
ceived the  mortal  wound  in  Iliisaia  . site  lin- 
ge-ed,  indeed,  for  a season — but  the  grave 
opened  to  receive  her — her  tleatli  was  inevita- 
ble. 

Napoleon  led  out  to  this  unfortunate  cam- 
paign, the  finest  army  the  world  ever  saw — it 
was  composed  of  the  veteran  heroes  of  the  re- 
volution— alas,  they  perished  in  namcles  thous- 
ands on  the  bleak  and  barren  plains  of  tlio.se 
inhospitable  regions — they  met  not  the  foe — 
they  fell  not  in  battle — but  shrunk  under  the 
fury  of  the  wintry  storm — undistinguished  and 
iinhonored.  I hey  fell,  and  with  them  perish- 
e«l  the  independence  of  the  country — they  were 
the  foniulation  of  her  strength,  and  the  pillars 
of  her  greatness. 

France,  in  her  turn,  was  invaded,  and  sub- 
dued — lier  government  was  dismembered — her 
sovereign  biiiiished — i nd  Louis  called  to  the 
throne  of  his  .ancestors.  Cuiiductcd  to  that 
throne  by  a foreign  soldiery,  he  ascended  to 
power  amitl  the  regpxjts  of  a people— and  hr 
soon  convinced  the  world  tliat  he  was  as  in- 
capibleas  he  was  unpopular.  All  those  tin- 
happy  passions  whicli  produced  tlie  revolu- 
tion sprang  into  life  uinler  the  shade  of  his 
authority. 

Feiid.tli.sm  raised  its  head — tythes  wese  ex- 
acted—the  press  enslaved — religions  freedom 
threatened  ai  d in  some  degree  put  down — 
those  were  the  opening  features  of  the  feeble 
and  unpopular  administration  of  Louis.  In 
the  mid.st  of  those  transactions  Napoleon  ar- 
rived from  Elba — the  throne  trembled  as  he 
appro.ached — Louis  fled — Napoleon  quietly 
succeeded  to  power. 

Returning  Irom  exile,  the  lessons  of  adver- 
sity seemed  not  lost  upon  him — the  first  act 
of  his  authority  was  an  act  of  wisdom,  and 
one  which  an  exalted  mind  alone  could  per- 
form— he  confessed  the  errors  of  his  former 
government — he  did  more — lie  called  around 
him  tlie  friends  of  liberty — he  emancipated 
the  press — he  improved  the  represeiitaiion--- 
he  re-organized  the  police — he  put  down  feu- 
dalism— he  abol.slied  tythes-  he  abolished  the 
slave  trade — he  granted  perfect  religious  free- 
darn  to  all. 

Thus  did  he  establish  a new  government-  a 
beaiitious  fabric — sublime  in  its  formatinn,  and 
consistent  in  all  its  parts;  its  towering  dome 
aspired  to  heaven,  whilst  Its  foundation  was 
firmly  laid  in  a land  of  liberty. 

Fi  ance  at  this  crisis  appeared  the  most  in- 
teresting spectacle  that  could  arrest  the  atten- 
tion  of  man.  I'eaceiul,  happy,  independent, 
every  blessing  seemed  to  smile  upon  her,  and 
every  hope  seemed  realized.  Tlie  measures 
of  her  government  and  the  wishes  of  her  peo- 
ple were  alike  wise,  consistent,  and  conciliato- 
ry. 

“France  (said  Napoleon)  requires  peace — 
its  boundaries  are  traced— nor  will  the  emper- 
or violate  them— no  government  has  been  eith- 
er attacked  or  compromised — none  lias  either 
motive  or  pretexts  for  declaring  hostilities 
against  France— the  emperor  has  quitted  his 
retreat  on  a new  system,  exterior  and  interior — 
he  renounces  for  the  exterior  all  idea  of  a 
great  empire--and  for  the  interior  he  wishes 
a free  constitution.” 

But  no  measures  however  moderate,  no  acts 
however  unequivocal,  could  subdue  the  hostil- 
ity of  powers  determined  and  able  to  subdue 
the  power  of  France;  history  will  record  their 
actions,  and  posterity  will  judge  of  them. 
When  the  shouts  of  victory  are  heard  no  more, 
and  the  elfeots  of  these  events  only  felt  in 
the  remotest  degree,  posterity  will  declare 
that  true  glory  can  only  be  acquired  by  honor, 
and  supported  by  justice  and  generosity.

Gsstxb.'«es — In  an  excursion  through  Eng- 
land and  France  during  the  last  12  months,  I 
smused  myself  by  taking  memoranda  of  such 
scenes  and  occurrences  as  interested  me;  and 
I send  you  an  extract  from  my  journal,  which 
is  at  your  scivice  to  publish  if  you  think  prop- 
er. 

I select  the  following  because  I find  many 
persons  have  visited  France  who  have  never 
paid 

A VISIT  TO  THE  CATACOMBS  OF  PARIS. 

Pahis,  -March  27,  1815. 

Having  given  yon  some  account  of  the  splen- 
dor and  gaiety  of  this  city,  I must  now  request 
you  to  accompany  me  to  the  snbtcrraneuiis 
part  of  it : and  altliough  the  scenery  be  less  in- 
vilir.g,  the  visit  may  be  attended  wiUi  equal 
benefit. 

I must  first  inform  you,  that  Paris  has  been 
principally  built  of  stone  taken  out  of  the 
quarries,  which  are  underneath  the  city,  and 
the  excavations  thus  made,  as  you  wiU  nalur 
ally  suppose,  are  immense.  Great  anxiety 
was  formerly  felt  on  this  account,  for  fear  that 
many  parts  of  the  city  might  sink  in  conse- 
quence of  not  being  sufflcieiitiy  supported. 
So  great  was  this  uneasiness  some  years  since, 
that  llie  government,  in  1776,  appointed  some 
of  Its  most  respectable  citizen^  to  examine 

these  excavations,  and  report  tluir  situi.tion. 

The  result  ol  their  examination  was,  that 
several  Churches,  Palaces,  and  many  of  the 
principal  buildings  and  .streets  in  Ue  south 
p.art  of  Paris,  were  considered  in  eminent 
danger  of  falling  into  the  excavated  gulphs 
beneath  them.  It  was  therelbre  immediately 
determined  to  appoint  a gt  neral  administration 
for  the  Alperiniendance  of  these  quarries,  with 
full  authority  to  adopt  such  measures  as  tliey 
might  deem  proper.  This  subterraneous 
government  has  been  regularly  continued  ever 
since,  with  as  much  care  as  the  police  for  the 
rcgijation  ofafiairs  above  ground;  and  uiulii 


the  auperinlendance  of  these  inspectors,  Paris 
has  been  regularly  propped  up  by  immense 
columna  of  stone,  and  the  dreaded  evil  no 
longer  gives  alarm.  To  shew  that  the  public 
fears  were  not  without  cause,  one  bouse  actu 
ally  fell  in  and  was  nearly  buried,  just  as  the 
above  work  was  commenced. 

In  these  subterraneous  excavations  the  Cata- 
combs are  to  be  seen  ; and  here  have  been  de- 
posited, by  well  grounded  compulation,  since 
the  year  1785,  tlie  bones  and  bodies  of  two 
millions  and  a half  of  the  human  race. 

These  had  been  accumulating  tor  centuries 
in  the  different  cemeteries,  chuicli-yards  &c.  ; 
(and  Jiese  burying  places,  particularly  that  ol 
“I.’Egl  ise  des  Innocents,”  finally  became  so 
oflensive  and  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants, that  in  1785  it  was  ordered  by  the 
goverinnrnt  that  no  more  dead  bodies  should 
be  buried  within  the  city,  at  the  same  time  or- 
ders were  given  to  take  ilown  " 1,’Eglisc  des 
Innocents,’ remove  the  bodies  from  the  burying 
ground  adjoining  it,  and  convert  it  into  a pub- 
lic square. — It  was  ascertained  from  public  re- 
cords, and  calcnlaliniis  made  ihereoii,  th.nl  in 
tile  immense  Charnel  House  of  the  Innocents 
atone,  there  had  been  deposited  during  the  last 
seven  cenlnrics,  one  million  two  hundred  thou- 
sand bodies,  this  having  been  fora  long  period 
of  tears  tlie  only  place  of  Jep<  sit  fur  the  dead 
bodies  of,  tlie  wlnfle  city  of  Pans. 

-Many  obstarles  presented  Ihemseivcs  and 
numberless  difflciillies  were  tlirown  in  the 
way,  particularly  by  those  who  had  friends 
btineri  there;  but  tlie  plan  was  persevered  in, 
and  the  immense  and  aw  ful  work  begun.  The 
first  digging  up  of  the  bones,  ts.c.  commenced 
Becen  ber  1st,  1785,  and  was  regularly  contin- 
ued till  May,  1786;  w hen  in  consequence  of 
tlie  warm  weather,  the  work  was  stopped,  till 
a return  of  winter  should  make  it  safe  to  con- 
tinue it  This  work  was  regularly  persisted 
in  during  the  two  following  winters  and  was 
completed  in  January,  1788. 

All  Itiose  bodies  which  hail  been  recently 
interred,  or  w liicli  had  not  decayed,  were  re- 
J buried  out  of  live  city,  in  some  cases  ; in  others 
were  taken  to  the  Catacombs,  according  to 
the  wishes  of  surviving  frieiuls. 

These  bones  and  bodies  were  dug  up  in  the 
day  time,  and  conveyed  in  covered  wagons 
aboni  dusk,  attended  by  Priests,  who  perform- 
!ed  religious  ceremonies  over  them.  They 
I were  then  emptied  into  the  Catacombs  tlirough 
I a sliuri,  or  dry  well,  of  about  sixty  (eel  in  depth 
I and  afterwards  arranged  by  the  labourers  be- 
I low  in  the  order  m which  they  now- are,  and 
1 with  tile  regularity  and  cxactne.ss  of  tlie  most 
I liiiislied  ma.soiiry. 

I In  addition  to  the  bones  and  bodies  taken 
I from  the  grave  raid  of  the  iimuceiits  there 
' have  since  been  taken  np  those  ofeixleen  other 
I public  burying  grounds,  this  second  w.irk  was 
j commenced  m the  year  1792,  and  continued  in 
1 1793,  wlicii  in  consequence  of  the  revolution  in 
France,  the  work  appears  to  have  bi-en  suspend- 
ed for  ten  years.  In  1804  it  re-commenced 
and  was  continued  at  iiiUrvals  till  1813,  when 
the  last  disturbing  of  the  bones  appears  to 
have  taken  place,  by  rcinuviiig  those  fotmd  in 
the  grave  yard  of  the  L’  Hospital  de  la  Trinie 

I can  give  you  liereafler  the  particulars  ot 
the  removal  of  eacli'  of  the  seventeen  grave 
yards  thus  disturbed — at  present  must  deler 
it. 

Having  furnished  ourselves,  the  ilay  previ- 
ous, with  a permit  frnm  the  superinteiidant 
general  of  the  Catacombs,  and  also  made  our 
arrangement  with  the  guide  ; my  friend  and 
myself  attended  at  the  time  appointed  for  the 
sake  of  making  our  gloomy  visit.  The  place 
we  descend  is  near  the  " Harrier  D'Enfer,’’  and 
having  each  of  us  provided  a lighted  taper,  we 
carefully  followed  our  guide  down  a steep 
winding  stair  case  nf  stone,  of  seventy  six 
steps,  and  through  the  diflerent  windings  of 
the  Quarries.  These  correspond  exactly  with 
the  diflerent  streets  of  that  part  of  Paris,  near 
“ le  Rue  et  Barrier  D’Eiifer,”  so  that  at  any 
time  niir  conductor  could  tell  us  under  what 

particular  part  of  the  city  we  were. 

We  proceeded  in  this  manner,  according  to  his 
account  about  half  a mile,  when  we  came  to  a 
black  closed  door,  over  which  we  could  read 
by  the  light  of  our  tapers,  written  in  large 
capitals,  these  awful  words. — “ „1rrele'  cetl 
id  Ij' Empire  de  la  Mort.”  Pause!  this  is  the 
Empire  nl  Dealli. 

Dur  gloomy  walk  of  itself  was  enough  to 
impress  us  with  serious  and  solemn  thoughts, 
without  the  above  charge  You  will  agree 
with  me,  however,  that  the  insOS'iptioU  is  most 
appropriate.  On  opening  this  door  whicli 
leads  into  “ Le  grand  Ossuarie  de  la  Tonihe 
Issuire’’  we  Ibuiul  ourselves  between  walls  and 
Columns  composed  entirely  of  human  bones 
and  sculls,  arranged  with  the  most  minute 
precision  and  regularity,  iii  the  following 
manner  : at  the  bottom  a layre  nf  one  particular 
description  of  bones,  thigh  bones  for  instance, 
i above  these  a layre  of  another  description  of 
bones,  8tc  to  the  height  of  about  four  feel  | 
then  a layre  of  sculls,  afterwards  layres  of 
! bones  alternately,  for  four  feet  more;  then 
another  layre  of  sculls,  &c.  &c.  to  the  top  of 
these  singular  walls.  The  diflerent  bones  of 
the  human  frame  being  alternately  arranged, 
so  as  to  keep  up  an  exact  uniformity  of  ap- 
pearance- The  rows  of  sculls  throughout  the 
whole  being  at  equal  distances  apart.  This 
unilormity  is  only  kept  up  as  to  the  exterior 
of  these  walls,  making  in  some  cases  masses  of 
four  sides,  in  others  ovalor  oblong,  with  the 
corners  rounded  oH'.  Within  these  walls  the 
, bones  are  throw  n loosely  in  till  the  hollow  space 
j is  entirely  filled  up. 

These  bones  are  perfectly  dry  and  free  from 
imell  of  every  kind,  and  are  on  the  exterior 
of  the  different  masses  cemented  together  by 
I some  gluteiious  substances,  which  keeps  them 
I in  their  proper  places,  and  gives  them  a shi- 
I ning  glossy  appearance  as  if  varnished. 

! Tlirouglt  these  gloomy  walls  our  route  now  lay 
for  about  a hundred  vards,  and  a fine  opportu- 
nity presented  itself  (or  reflecting  oh  the  vani- 
ty and  insignificance  of  that  creature  called 
man.  What  a lesson  for  human  pride  was 
now  before  us.  We  saw  no  destinctiuii  here. 
Tlie  wise  man  & the  idiot  ; the  Christian  and 
the  infidel ; the  most  delicate  and  amiable  of 
the  female  sex,  with  the  most  abandoned ; all 
lie  here  in  one  promiscuous  heap.  Part,  per- 
haps only  a single  buitc  of  one  frame,  mixed 
With  the  bones  of  others,  and  perhaps  two  of 
the  most  deadly  enemies  during  Tile  are  thus 
mixed  together.  Here  there  is  n.i  distinction, 
no  difference  paid  to  rank  or  fortune.  All  are 
equal.  To  an  obsc.-ver,  how  little  and  con 
te.nptibre  appear  the  anxiety  and  disputes 
about  precedence  ! — but  you  will  s.;y  these  re 
flections  are  copimnn  place,  and  ihev  will  nat- 
urally occur  to  you  without  my  making  them. 

1 will  therefore  continue  my  description  of 
our  journey. 

The  bones  taken  from  the  diflerent  burying 
places  are  kept  distinct  from  all  others,  and 
the  friends  and  descendants  of  the  deceased, 
it  not  able  to  de.signaie  the  particular  frames, 
have  the  poor  satisfaction  of  knowing,  that,  in 
siicli  a particular  mass  of  bones,  are  those  of 
the  friends  in  whom  they  feci  interested, 
i'liose,  for  example,  taken  out  of  the  bury  ing 
ground  of  the  liiiiocants  are  in  one  inasa ; those 
from  L’F.glise  du  St.  Esprit  another,  and  those 
friun  ‘ Le  Convent  d'  Blaac;  Mint’'  in 
anotlmi  &c.  and  o-  'h  collect  in- 


scription describing  from  whence,  and  at  what 
time  they  were  taken  up.  Wise  and  abso- 
lutely necessary  as  wa.s  this  plan,  yet  there  i» 
something  very  revolting  to  a person  of  feel- 
ing in  this  arrangement.  For  instance,  the 
skull  of  any  particular  individual  is  separated 
at  a great  distance  Irom  any  of  the  other  bones 
belonging  to  him  i and  perhaps  no  two  bones 
which  formerly  belonged  to  one  frame  are  now 
near  each  other,  but  all  ranks,  sexes  and  char- 
acters are  mixed  together  in  one  promiscuous 
mass.  Throughout  the  whole  range  of  the  re 
mains  of  mortality  are  inscriptions,  some  of 
which  are  very  appropriate,  the  reading  of 
which  prolonged  our  stay  more  than  otherwise 
would  have  been  the  case.  Amongst  them  the 
following  appeared  to  claim  particular  notice. 

I give  them  to  you  in  the  original,  as  the  great- 
er part  of  their  beauty  is  lost  by  a translation, 
viz. 

“ Tci  dans  le  silence  de  la  paix,  reposent  nos  anccs- 
fri’S.” 

“ .Au  do  la  de  ces  bornes,  ils  reiiosent  en  attendant 
U’le  aid  re.” 

“ Le  tomheim  est  Tare  do  triumphe  par  Ton'  eiitn; 
dans  reternitc.” 

Other  inscriptions  represent  the  dead  as  ad 
dressing  ihnse  who  are  viewing  tlieir  bones  : — 
“ L’l  mort  lions  a fripii*', 

*'  ('.rnigiii  z niissi  ses  couns, 

“ElleesI  a I'os  coles, 

“ .Miirtelsprepiive’z  vims.” 

“ l.a  mort  le  suit  a chaiine  pas,  comme  i'ombpe  de 
ton  corps.” 

“ ('I'oisln  i|nu  la  mort  soil  loin  dc  toi  I peut-ctre  en 
ce  moment, 

“ A ole-t-elle  sur  ta  U tf  ct  le  menace-t-clledu  couii 
fatal.” 

The  different  inscriptions  are  very  nume- 
roti.s,  bull  will  not  tresp-ass  on  your  time  by 
inserting  any  more. 

In  addition  to  the  seventeen  different  collec- 
timis  of  bones,  oiir  conductor  pointed  out  to  us 
several  heaps  of  eartli,  in  which  bodies  not  de- 
cayed were  buried  en  maeee. 

One  of  these  contained  the  bodies  of  those 
iinfoiUinate  people  who  were  murdered  on  the 
28th  and  29ih  August  1783,  by  the  mob,  at  la 
Place  de  Grevc,  Tl Intel  de  Krienne,  &c. 

-Another  contains  the  bodies  of  those  who 
were  killed  hv  the  mob,  in  their  attack  on  the 
Chateau  de  Thuilleries,  10th  of  .August  1792. 

Another,  those  massacred  by  theblood  tliirs- 
tv  Jacobins  in  the  different  prisons,  on  the  2d 
and  3d  September,  1792,  including  some  of  the 
most  amiable  and  respectable  of  the  Royalists, 
and  some  nearly  connected  with  the  Bourbon 
family. 

Gthers  contained  those  bodies  which  were 
taken  out  of  the  different  grave  yards  before 
th(  y had  undergone  a complete  decay. 

In  one  of  those  subterraneous  apartments, 
are  preserved  such  bones  as  had  any  thing  par- 
ticular in  their  appearanrre.  AVe  here  saw 
many  which,  during  the  lives  of  their  owners, 
appeared  to  have  been  fractured,  and  could 
see  in  what  maimer  the  bones  were  knitted  to- 
gether ; also  those  which  appeared  to  have  be- 
longed to  deformed  persons,  to  persons  of  gi- 
gantic stature,  &c — also  many  which  our  guide 
informed  us  had  been  selected  by  the  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  of  Paris,  who,  from  their 
appearance,  could  tell  of  what  disease  or  by 
what  means  the  owners  came  by  their  deaths. 
Several  skulls  were  shown  to  us  which  appear- 
ed to  have  been  perforated  by  musket  or  pisPil 
balls,  and  stiveral  which,  Irom  some  peculiari- 
ty of  form,  were  decided  to  have  belonged  to 
idiots,  &c.  In  short,  our  guide  pretended  to 
speak  with  as  much  certainty  on  the  subject, 
as  ifhe  had  been  acquainted  with,  or  present 
at  the  deaths  of  the  several  persons  whose  bones 
we  were  examining.  7his  curious  kind  of 
study  occupied  113  a considerable  time.  In  the 
midst  of  the  dilfereut  ranges  of  bones,  weeame 
to  a fountain  called  * l,a  Fontaine  de  la  Bama- 
titiane,*  the  water  of  which  is  perfectly  clear, 
and  in  which  are  several  goldfish— About  two 
years  since  our  guide  put  these  fish  into  this 
fountain,  and  although  they  are  in  the  most 
profound  darkness,  except  when  au  occasional 
taper  shines  upon  them,  vet  they  were  very 
act  ive  and  perleclly  liealthy. 

^ Some  years  since,  a poor  Frenchman,  wlio 
descended  witli  a party  into  the  dismal  man- 
sions, got  somehow  separated  from  his  com- 
panions, and  lost  amidst  the  mazes  of  the  cata- 
combs. He  was  sought  for  in  vain,  and  h _ 
skeleton  was  found  10  years  afterwards,  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  usual  route.  It 
was  supposed  that  curiosity  had  kept  him  tiK> 
far  behind,  or  had  led  him  to  explore  some  of 
/ the  avenues,  urtliat  his  light  became  extin 
I guisheJ,  ami  prevented  him  from  retracinghls 
steps.  A party  of  English  people,  consisting 
of  five;  got  also  lost  here  the  last  year,  and  it 
w as  six  hours  before  the  guide  could  find  them 
Tliese  were  amongst  the  agreeable  stories  told 
by  our  conductor,  while  exploring  with  him 
these  labarynllis,  which  you  may  suppose  were 
admirably  calculated  to  keep  up  our  spirits. 
In  the  present  instance,  we  kept  near  each 
other,  and  in  spite  of  our  utmost  caution,  oc- 
casionally one  ol  our  tapers  would  get  extin- 
guished. AVhen  this  occurred,  immediate  re- 
course was  had  to  the  light  of  our  neighbor. 
Although  entirely  divested  of  any  childish  nr 
superstitions  fear,  yet  I could  not  help  shud- 
dering at  the  possibility  of  aWtliree  of  our  ta- 
pers being  extinguished  at  the  same  time  ; but 
our  guide  assured  us,  that  .should  this  be  the 
Case,  he  was  convinced  that  he  could  grope 
his  way  out,  although  he  acknowledged  that 
he  had  no  great  wish  to  volunteer  the  experi 
ment. 

It  took  us  about  two  hours  and  a half  to  per- 
form this  subterraneous  journey,  ami  during 
tlie  whole  of  it  we  found  tlie  air  perfectly 
sweet,  and  the  walking  and  walls  perfectly 
dry,  except  in  one  instance,  when  we  passed 
under  a canal;  here  there  was  a little  drip- 
ping of  water. 

Having  according  to  nur  conductor’s  ac- 
count, walked  about  a mile  and  a quarter,  we 
came  to  the  fool  of  a winding  stair  case,  simi- 
lar to  the  one  hy  which  we  had  descended. 
AVe  here  left  these  gloomy  maiisions,  and  al- 
though we  had  passed  a moat  interesting  time, 
yet  truly  happy,  were  we,  to  find  ourselves 
once  more  in  the  regions  of  aun  shine  and 
cheerfulness.

Copy  of  a letter  from  Commodore  Decatur 
to  his  excellency  the  Marquis  Cercello, 
secretary  of  state  and  minister  of  foreign 
affairs  to  his  majesty  the  Xing  cf  Na- 
ples. 

U.  S.  Ship  Guerriere,  Naples, 

September  Stli,  1815. 

Sir — I have  the  honor  to  inform  your 
excellency,  that  in  my  late  negotiation 
with  the  Bashaw  of  Tripoli,  I demanded 
and  obtained  the  release  of  eight  Neapo- 
litan captives,  subjects  of  his  majesty 
the  king  of  the  two  Sicilies.  These  1 have 
landed  at  Messina.  It  afibrds  me  great 
pleasure  to  have  it  in  my  power,  by  this 
small  service,  to  evince  to  his  majesty  the 
grateful  sense  entertained  by  my  govern- 
ment of  the  aid  lot  mcrly  reiidered  to  us 
hy  his  majesty,  during  our  war  with  Tri- 
poli.

States*  Navy,  listed 

“ The  Day  of  Ji'aplet,  Sept.  10,  1815. 

“ This  being  the  first  opportunity  since 
Ave  left  Algiers,  I use  it.  We  left  Al- 
giers the  8ih  July,  and  on  the  1 5th  arri- 
ved at  Cagliari,  tor  water  & refreshments  ; 
on  the  25tli  sailed  for  Tunis,  and  on  the 
following  day  anchored  in  the  bay,  in  a 
fine  position.  The  commodore  immedi- 
ately made  his  compliments  to  the  bey, 
signifying  to  him  that,  as  he  had  permit- 
ted tmo  brigs,  prizes  to  the  United  States 
flag,  to  be  taken  trom  under  his  batteries 
by  an  Cngiish  ship  of  war,  contrary  to  the 
usages  of  war  and  civilized  nations,  he 
having  power  to  resist  this  violation  of 
his  port  ; the  purpose  of  his  visit  Avas  to 
demand  iiKlcninity  for  this  breach  of  good 
faith,  and  he  would  expect  the  indcnmiiy 
to  be  sent  on  board  by  a given  hour  on 
the  day  named  ; the  commodore  sent  an 
j estimate  of  the  value  of  the  prizes,  and 
although  their  appears  to  have  been 
I great  consternation,  the  demand  was 
promptly  complied  with,  and  the  indem- 
! nity  sent  on  board  : having  accomplished 
' this  service  by  the  2d  August,  we  sailed 
for,  and  on  the  5th  anchored  before  Tri- 
poli, where  we  had  a similar  ceremony  to 
perform,  and  which  was  conducted  in  the 
same  smooth,  cool,  decided  way,  without 
any  palaver,  which  would  leave  room  to 
doubt  that  we  should  do  a.s  we  said.  The 
bey  ol  1 ripoli  appears  not  to  have  had  so 
much  of  the  ready  at  command,  but  show- 
ed equal  readiness  with  his  neighbor  to 
comply  with  the  demand  ; falling  short 
of  the  indemnity  required,  he  signified 
that  there  was  a Danish  family  in  his  pos- 
session, consisting  of  nine  persons,  and 
two  other  Europeans,  whom  he  was  will- 
ing to  deliver  up  to  make  good  the  in- 
demnity demanded  ; the  commodore  did 
not  hesitate  a moment,  and  we  had  the 
satisfaction  to  see  them  soon  after  arrive 
on  board  our  squadron.  I need  not  say 
how  gratifying  this  cruise  must  be  to  eve- 
ry American  soul,  how  delightful  it  was 
to  see  the  stars  and  stripes  holding  forth 
the  hand  of  retributive  justice  to  the  bar- 
barians, and  rescuing  the  unfortunate, 
even  of  distant  but  friendly  European  na- 
tions, from  sldveiy. 

“ On  the  lOih  we  arrived  at  Syracuse, 
and  on  the  20th  at  iMcssina,  where  we  un- 
derwent some  repairs,  and  on  the  2d  Sep- 
tember, arrived  at  this  place,  where  we 
loiind  the  Paiapso,  capt.  Moon,  which 
sails  lo-n>onow,  for  the  United  States, 
the  A.ndrew  Jackson-of  New-York,  and 
an  American  brig,  name  not  known  ; the 
schooner  Orr,  trom  Baltimore,  has  arriv- 
ed here. 

“ There  is  a report  here,  that  some 
Duicb  ships  ol  war,  have  had  a rencoun- 
tre  with  an  Algerine  squadron,  which  ter- 
minated without  any  thing  decisive  on  ei- 
ther side  ; but  it  is  very  doubtful.  There 
is  also  a report  of  the  capture  of  several 
Swedish  vessels  by  the  Tripolitans  and 
Algeiines.  1 guess  we  are  clear  of  them 
tor  some  years  at  least ; they  see  we  are 
not  only  willing  but  able  and  determined 
to  put  them  on  their  good  behaviour  all 
along  shore.

Kiksitov,  (Jam.)  October  f. 

By  the  schooner  Midge,  we  learn  that  the 
expedition  against  Carthagena  has  been  repul- 
sed : .Morillo,  in  attempting  to  carry  the  for- 
tress of  Boca  Chics,  lost  thiee  hundred  men, 
besides  a great  number  cut  off,  in  re-embark- 
ing with  the  remainder  of  hie  army.'  He  pro- 
ceeded to  Santa  .Martha  after  his  defeat,  leav- 
ing his  frigates  and  other  vessels  of  war  to 
blockade  (if  they  can)  Carthagena. 

By  the  schooner  Wave,  we  have  at  length 
received  advices  from  Carthagena,  where  they 
seem^  to  have  no  fear  of  the  invading  army  un- 
der Gen.  Morillo,  who  was  merely  endeavoring 
to  starve  it «ut  by  blockade,  which  it  would 
appear  will  be  altogether  a hfipeless  attempt. 
His  expedition  arrived  off  that  port  the  day 
alter  the  sailing  of  the  .lunun  frigate  from 
thence,  consisting  of  39  sail,  among  which 
there  were  25  square  rigged,  and  anchored  in 
sight  of  the  town  under  Point  Canoe.  The 
next  morning  lie  was  evidently  landing  his 
troops,  in  tile  bay  behind  the  Pops,  and  on  the 
2d  ult.  we  hear  his  advanced  past  was  at 
Porneva,  within  two  leagues  of  llie  Popa.  On 
the  1st,  a frigate,  a transport,  two  brigs  and 
four  feluccas,  left  the  anchorage,  and  now  re- 
main under  the  lee  of  the  Salmandina.  People 
there  are  at  a loss  to  account  for  the  motives 
of  that  General  lying  fifteen  days  without  any 
other  movement,  so  co/itiary  to  what  they 
were  led  to  brlieve ; either  lie  finds  the  place 
stronger  than  he  fancied,  or  that  he  has  not 
Imops  siifBcieiit,  or  the  wet  weather  impedes 
his  progress,  and  very  possibly  has  visited  his 
men  with  disorders  incidental  and  fatal  to 
Europeans.

The  lower  orders  are  most  enthusiastic,  and 
if  among  us  there  are  any  traitors,  be  assured 
that  they  are  persons  without  the  least  influ- 
ence, and  whom  we  watch  most  norrowly. 

Good  order  exists  in  every  department,  so 
that  we  feel  confident  of  exterminating  the 
Cossack  .Morillo.

THE  FLORID.AS. 

London,  Srft.  24. 

The  question  indemnity  which  Eng- 
land demands  for  the  efforts  which  she 
made  in  the  war  of  Spain,  has  terminated, 
after  long  discussions,  by  the  cessions  of 
the  two  Floridas,  east  and  west.  But  this

Colonel  .Mariano  returned  from  his  mission 
into  the  interior,  and  is  Adjutant  General. 
We  1 b e heard  of  his  brother  Colonel  Thomas, 
being  on  hi*  way  back  from  Santa  Fee.  The 
Popa  is  a second  Gibraltar,  strongly  defended 
by  a body  of  fine  troops,  and  many  pieces  of 
superior  artillery,  with  excellent  breast  works, 
besides  which  the  accessible  pin*  of  the  moun. 
tains  have  been  cut  down  20  feet  up  and  down. 
St.  Philip  is  also  strongly  garrisoned,  and 
conmanded  by  Colonel  Rieux,  and  many  dis- 
tinguished Venezueleaii  officers,  with  a com- 
pany of  foreign  volunteers.  Boca  Chica  is  also 
very  strong,  completely  garrisoned  with  choice 
troops.  Passa  Caballo  is  defended  by  a divi- 
sion of  gun-boats,  as  also  the  whole  of  the  bay, 
under  Gen.  Castillo’s  brotlicr.  Boca  Grande, 
defended  by  a ship  moored  in  the  passage, 
is  well  equipped,  mounting  24  pounders  on 
pivots,  commanded  by  a distinguished  officer, 
of  the  Cumana  army.  The  Savannas  are  com- 
manded by  the  Governor’s  brother  and  Lieut. 
Colonel  Guevara,  with  a force  of  about  100 
infantry,  besides  others  which  are  daily  join 
iiig. 

All  the  villages  and  habitations  in  the  neiglt 
borhood  have  been  burnt  8c  the  cattle  driven^  in. 
In  the  town  there  are  upwards  of  3000  men 
under  arms,  besides  which  the  navy  consists 
of  about  1200,  32  gun-boats,  armed  schooners. 
Sec.  under  Commodore  Aury,  ready  for  sea.  In 
the  lAguon  of  Tescar  there  are  nine  gun-boats. 
A Hotilla,  with  two  24  pounders,  at  the  Bo- 
qiiilla,  which  is  blockaded  up  with  boats,  laden 
with  sand  and  atones,  that  have  been  sunk. 

It  is  a pity  that  general  Morillo  has  not 
spirit  to  attack  us,  as  his  fate  would  then  be 
determined  ; they  seem  to  be  terribly  afraid  of 
the  smell  of  gun  powder.  1 refer  you  to  the 
fifteen  bulletins  for  military  and  naval  details. 
We  sleep  very  sound  here,  and  feel  ourselves 
ill  the  greatest  tranquility,  with  plenty  of 
provisions.
